2. FOUR PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS STILL UNACCOUNTED FOR. HOWEVER, 
ONLY TWO OF FOUR LOCATED IN DISASTER AREAS. VOLUNTEERS IN 
TEGUCIGALPA WORKING WITH CARITAS TO PREPARE FOOD SHIPMENTS 
TO NORTH COAST. 

3. MINFIN ACOSTA TOLD MISSION OFFICER THAT HE WOULD ISSUE 

CALL TO INTERNATIONAL LENDING AGENCIES TO CONVENE IN HONDURAS 
TO MAKE ASSESSMENT OF SITUATION. HE ALSO PLANS TO TRAVEL 
TO WASHINGTON OCTOBER 1. AT THAT TIME HE WILL PROBABLY DRAW

4. OTHER NATIONS AS WELL AS PRIVATE SOURCES IN U.S. CONTINUE 
TO SEND HELP TO HONDURAS. 5,000 BLANKETS AND 2,000 TENTS 
ARRIVED FROM WEST GERMANY ABOARD A PANAM FLIGHT. NICARAGUAN 
NATIONAL GUARD SENDING MEDICAL TEAM AND FOUR FIELD KITCHENS. 

ALSO REPORTS THAT CHILEAN AND ECUADOREAN PLANES ENROUTE. CARGO 
ABOARD TWO MISSISSIPPI NATIONAL GUARD C-130S SHIPPED TO LA 

CEIBA FOR DISTRIBUTION BY STANDARD FRUIT OFFICIALS. TWO 
BRITISH CORVETTES ARRIVED IN BAY ISLANDS WITH MEDICAL SUPPLIES 
AND TEAM OF COMBAT ENGINEERS. BRITISH ALSO ESTABLISHED HEAD- 
QUARTERS AT LA MESA AIRPORT FOR USE OF THEIR COMMUNICATIONS 
TEAM AND HELICOPTERS. BRITISH HAVE BROUGHT IN TWO SIOUX 
HELICOPTERS AND HAVE REQUESTED THIRD. CANADA PLANNING TO 
SEND TWO CARIBOU AIRCRAFT. 

5. MILGP COMMANDER RETURNED LATE AFTERNOON AFTER THREE DAY 
PERIOD IN SAN PEDRO SULA AND DISASTER ZONE. REPORTED THAT 
PRESIDENT ODUBER OF COSTA RICA ARRIVED AND HAD BEEN MET BY 
CHIEF OF STATE LOPEZ. HE STATED THAT US ORGANIZATION FUNCTIONING 
WELL AND GOODS BEING DELIVERED. HONDURAN AIR FORCE MOVING SUPPLIES 
FROM STOCKPILE AT LA MESA AIRPORT TO LA CEIBA AND TOCOA, A 

TOWN LOCATED IN THE AGUAN VALLEY. 24,000 LBS OF SUPPLIES 
MOVED IN TOCOA BY HONDURAN C-47S FOR DISTRIBUTION TO 
OUTLYING AREAS. 

6 HE REPORTED THAT MAIN RIVERS ARE WITHIN THEIR BANKS, EVEN 
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THOUGH THERE IS STILL A GREAT DEAL OF STANDING WATER. BOATS 
FERRIED FROM SOUTHCOM TO HONDURAS HAVE BEEN USED TO EVACUATE 
MORE THATN 400 PEOPLE STRANDED IN FLOODED REGIONS. HELICOPTERS 
HAVE CONTINUED THEIR RESUCE OPERATIONS. HE ESTIMATES THAT RESCUE 
OPERATIONS WILL END TOMORROW AND THAT MAJOR EFFORT WILL BE
